The Department of Agriculture 
estimates the total value of nnmmi 
products for the United States in 
1915 at $3,849,000,000, but does 
| not attempt to make an estimate 
as to the value by states. 

As the South has almost exactly 
one- third of the total number of 
livestock in the United States, it is 
reasonable to estimate the value of 
the animal products of this section 
as approximately one-third of the 
total value for the whole country. 
This may possibly be a fraction too 
high, but it cannot be very far out 
of the way. Nevertheless, to be on 
the safe side, we will estimate the 
value of the South's animal prod 
uets as 30 per cent, instead of 
S3 1-3 per cent, of the total for the 
whole country. This would make 
the total for the South $1,054,000, 
000. Taking the round figure of 
$1,000,000,000, to be on the side of 
eeaaervatinm, and adding it to the 
value of farm crops, we hare a to- 
tal of $3,600,000,000 as the value of 
all agricultural product, of the 
South last year, and of this only 
about $750,000,000 was represented 
by eotton.
